"A young college woman might af- 
firm that the use of facial beautir 
fication, to give it a decent name, 
is entirely proper, and she would 
thus, in one breath, defy the un- 
written law laid down by her pre- 
decessors who have said that it is 
not proper. I am reminded in this 
connection of the gentleman who 
told his wife that the way to get a 
beautiful complexion was to em- 
ploy her body in useful tasks; and 
of the American Indians, who ex- 
pressed their opinion of such decor- 
ation by the use of paint daubed on 
mens' faces to make them a horriHe 
sight to their enemies." 


Professor Showerman stated that 


while abroad he had the opportunity 
of viewing "the gleaming marbla 
temples of Greece." the deities and 
'kings and pyramids of Egypt, and

often marched near him, carrying 
bundles of sticks.- In each bundle 
was an ax.

Lloyd George hopes that no American will 


be so unkind a= to regard him as a "propa- 
gandist," but he can not imagine how America 
can afford to keep out of Europe much longer. 


As he sees it, there are two chief obstacles 


delaying a world settlement, "French obstin- j 
acy and American aloofness." 
So he throws 


out a plain hint that world peace should be ef- 
fected "through a working uniori of the Ameri- 
can and British democracies." Again, he hopes 
that this suggestion will not be misunderstood. 


Let us hope that we understand Mr. Lloyd. 


George's analysis of the situation fairly ac- 
curately. It is a case of'the British democracy 
being arrayed against the French democracy, 
and the British democracy, being unable or ..un- 
willing to curb "French obstinacy," would like 
to see the American democracy tackle the job. 


If the French deserve the epithet of "ob- 


stinate," what wa's the chief cause that brought 
about their present frame of mind? 
It was 


four years of vacillating and temporizing by a 
British prime minister •' named/ Lloyd George 
that gave France the 
impression that 
she . 


could, in colloquial language, "get away with 
anything." 


With an' eye to her advantages in the near 


east and other parts of the world, Great.Brit- 
ain gave France practically a free hand in her. 
dealings with Germany. 
The British :pre'ss 


growled and 
occasionally thundered 
against 


France, but the' British government remained a 
silent partner in the enterprise. 


Now that England has been outgeneraled by 


Poincare in the near. eastr.as well as .in the 
Ruhr, Lloyd George thinks it is high time for 
' America to take a hand in European affairs, 
"in America's own interest," of course. Ameri- 
cans who venture'to point out the nature of 
'Great Britain's interest in the. proposed "work- 
ing union" will not be misunderstood, let us 
hope';

The cost of government, according to 
the 


Census Bureau, has now reached the point 
where it costs us for our .local, state and na- 
tional taxes, some $10,000,000,000 a year. This 
is the direct cost. Indirectly, owing to the fact 
that .most of our taxes are shifted from those 
who pay to someone along the line, the cost 
of government must be much more than 10 
billions a year—probably many times more. 


If this showing of nearly a hundred dollars 


for each person in the United States told the 
whole story of the cost of government—as it 
would if we had direct taxation instead of in- 
direct for the most part—it -would be bad 
enough, but it does not tell the whole story by 
any means. 


Take wool, for instance. If I remember cor- 


rectly, the price of wool in clothing is increas- 
ed more than iwice the amount of the tariff 
duties collected. The showing of the Census 
Bureau on taxes would be more than twice as 
bad if all that the -tariff costs us were figured 
in. But the balance above the duties goes into 
the pockets of the manufacturers. 


There is nothing in the report of the Census 


Bv.reau to surprise anyone. How can the gov- 


• ernment be prevented from increasing in cost 
when everything else increases? The expenses 
of government, when the costs of the war are 
eliminated, are mainly salaries, fuel, buildings 
and the like. With the cost of .these things in- 
creased, the cost of government must increase 
accordingly. 


I confess that while the cost is great, and 


burdensome, it seems to me not at all a bad 
showing. And the burden is one that arises, in 
so far a.s it arises from the war, from a cause 
which cannot now be remedied. It is certain 
that until we make a basic change in our ways 
of living, this charge will increase rather than 
diminish. It should be diminished in so far as 
the 
government .is .wasteful 
or does things, 


which are unnecessary, out the hope for easing 
up the burden lies not so much in making the 
expenses of government: less as in adjusting 
them sio.as to be more easily carried. 


Let us have direct taxation, so .that'we shall 


pay only what our tax receipts show^ We\aro 
farming out too many., of our taxes to' bene- 
ficiaries of taxation—like the wool, barotisi
